This 
was the decision of the sovereign 
grand lodge of Odd Fellows, which 
adopted an amendment to the consti­ 
tution to this effect by a vote of 189 
to lo. 
The constitutional amendment which 
bars 
hotel 
keepers 
holding 
liquor 
licenses from entering the order will 
not be effective against those who al­ 
ready are Odd Fellows. 
There was 
already a law in the order prohibiting 
hotel keepers who dispense liquor over 
the bar from becoming Odd Fellows. 
In Indiana there is a law which per­ 
mits a hotel corporation to take out a 
saloon license. 
W hether or not the 
measure adopted by the Odd Fellows 
would be effective against officers of 
such a corporation is a m atter which 
would probably come up for the con­ 
sideration of the judiciary committee 
later on. 
Hopes of the women belonging to 
the Rebekahs, the auxiliary to the Odd 
Fellows, and their men friends in the 
order of obtaining the consent of the 
sovereign grand lodge at this session 
for the creation of a Rebekah national 
assembly, were disappointed when the 
grand lodge declared against the prop­ 
osition.

Kalamazoo. Mich., Sept. 22.—While 
he was attending a banquet here the 
news of the defeat of reciprocity and 
the Lauder government iii Canada 
came to President Taft. 
“I am very 
much disappointed,” he said. 
This was the president’s only com­ 
ment. He said that he wanted to have 
complete and authentic returns before 
he made a more lengthy statement. 
But his face showed the keen disap­ 
pointment that he felt at the defeat of 
his favorite policy. 
For several min­ 
utes his eyes remained on his plate, 
and the buzz of conversation and 
laughter passed by him unnoticed. 
That Mr. Taft fully expected a com­ 
plete victory for reciprocity was clear­ 
ly shown in his speech during the af­ 
ternoon at Battle Creek, Mich. 
“I know,” he said, “there are a lot 
of people in this vicinity who want to 
see reciprocity defeated. I had hoped 
that reciprocity would go through and 
prove the correctness of my judgment 
that it would be a good thing for both 
countries. It takes two to make a bar­ 
gain, however, and if Canada declines 
to accept this pact I suppose that we 
can go along still doing business at the 
old stand." 
They gave him a cheer then and ho 
laughed again and waved his hand in 
appreciation of their kindness, though 
he knew that two to every one man be­ 
fore him were against reciprocity, 
This is a farming district.
